The place 
from where you were giving your edifying speech was Delhi 
and the venue was the Red Fort - both of which were Netaji 's

inspiration from and direct supervision of Netaji Sub ha a 
Chandra Bose; (3) the naval mutiny of the Indian Navy in 
1946 in Bombay, which left cracks of disaffection in the 
then loyal armed forces of British India. It is wrong for 
/ the Indian National Congress to/the* writing of the Indian 
national history, of India's struggle for freedom, W^main- 
tain-Jjthet' freedom was solely due to non-violent struggle 
waged by the people of India under the leadership of Mahatma 
Gandhi and Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. Neither the Congress or 
its Leaders can lay claim to a virtual monopoly in India's 
Fight for Freedom, excluding those who believed that violence

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It will not, of course, suffice for me to merely 
thank you formally for making a mention of the name of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose in your Independence Day (1966) Address. 

I would rather go further to make the following constructive 
suggestions for your approval: 

Firstly, whenever you happen to pay a visit to 
Calcutta in future, you should make it 
a point to call at Netaji Bhavan as a 
mark of your respect towards that 
great leader of men. (Netaji Bhavan at 
Elgin Road has already been turned into 
a National Museum and a permanent place 
of exhibition of his works and deeds) 
While on a visit to Netaji' s House, you 
should make it a point to take interest 
in NETAJI RESEARCH BUREAU, run under the 
supervision of Ur. Sisir Kumar Bose, one 
of his nephews, who was responsible in 
helping Netaji escape from the clutches 
of British India into an escapade that 
has become a sensation of all time. If 
need be the Government of India should 
offer financial assistance and other 
help to the Bureau in furtherance of its 
objectives. 


Secondly, to pay a visit to Netaji' s statue, near 
Raj Bhavan, Calcutta, which was unveiled 
by the late Prime Minister, Lai Bahadur 
Shastri, and place a wreath there. 



Thirdly, to take initiative in the celebration of 
the 70th anniversary of the birth of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, which falls 
on 23rd January, 1967, and to participate 
personally in the celebrations in Calcutta. 
This particular suggestion has a special 
significance in view of the GENERAL ELECT- 
IONS NEXT YEAR , because the Congress in 
West Bengal is a FORT DIVIDED UNTO ITSELF, 
and only the the magic spell of Netaji’s 
immortal name can rescue the OFFICIAL 
CONGRESS PARTY THERE against the DISSIDENT 
CONGRESS GROUP in the ELECTIONS in 1967.

late this year which can extend to next year. 
I SHALL BE GLAD TO FORWARD TO YOU TIE 
ADDRESSES OF BOTH OF THEM, ONE IN VIENNA 
AND THE OTHER IN TIE UNITED STATES. 
INCIDENTALLY, IF THE TRIP MATERIALISES, 
NETAJI'S WIFE WILL BE IN INDIA FOR THE 
FIRST TIME AND HIS DAUGHTER A SECOND THE. 
NETAJI'S SON-IN-LAW WILL ALSO BE HERE FOR 
THE SECOND TIME. BUT IT WILL BE THEIR 
FIRST VISIT AS HUSBAND- AN D- WI FE . THE 
GOVERNMENT OF INDIA SHOULD SPONSOR THEIR 
TRIP TO, THROUGH AND FROM INDIA AT ITS 
OWN EXPENSE.
